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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 23 recites the limitation "the processor" in lines 1-2. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1,4,5, 8-1 0, 1 2, 1 4, 1 6, 1 7, 21 , 23-25, 27, and 28 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Caruso et al., US Patent Application Publication 
Number 2003/0140092 (hereinafter Caruso). 

Regarding claims 1 , 14, 21 , and 25, Caruso discloses a communications system 
comprising: at least one data storage device for storing messages for respective users; 
a plurality of mobile wireless communications devices each associated with a respective 
user for accessing the messages stored on said at least one data storage device; and 
an adaptive polling engine for polling said at least one data storage device for stored 
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messages and providing the polled messages to mobile wireless communications 
devices of respective users; said adaptive polling engine learning respective user usage 
patterns for each mobile wireless communications device, and changing a respective 
rate of polling for each mobile wireless communications device based thereon [figs. 2, 3; 
paragraphs 0007, 0008, 0016, 0017]. 

Regarding claims 4, 16, 23, and 27, Caruso discloses changing the rate of polling 
based upon at least one positive polling event and at least one negative polling event 
[figs. 2, 3; paragraphs 0007, 0008, 0016, 0017]. 

Regarding claims 5, 1 7, 24, and 28, Caruso discloses the at least one negative 
polling event comprises a lack of authorized communications with said adaptive polling 
engine [figs. 2, 3; paragraphs 0007, 0008, 0016, 0017]. 

Regarding claim 8, Caruso discloses the at least one negative polling event 
further comprises a decrease in storage of messages for the respective user at the at 
least one data storage device [paragraph 0028]. 

Regarding claim 9, Caruso discloses wherein the at least one positive polling 
event comprises an increase in storage of messages for the respective user at the at 
least one data storage device [paragraph 0028]. 

Regarding claim 10, Caruso discloses wherein the at least one positive polling 
event comprises an increase in message access requests from a given mobile wireless 
communications device [paragraph 0028]. 
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Regarding claim 12, Caruso discloses a wide area network interfacing said 
mobile wireless communications device with said adaptive polling engine [paragraph 
0015]. 

5. Claims 1-5, 7-11, 13-17, and 19-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Rezvani et al, US Patent Application Publication Number 2004/0153537 
(hereinafter Rezvani). 

Regarding claims 1, 14, 21, and 25, Rezvani discloses a communications system 
comprising: at least one data storage device for storing messages for respective users; 
a plurality of mobile wireless communications devices each associated with a respective 
user for accessing the messages stored on said at least one data storage device; and 
an adaptive polling engine for polling said at least one data storage device for stored 
messages and providing the polled messages to mobile wireless communications 
devices of respective users; said adaptive polling engine learning respective user usage 
patterns for each mobile wireless communications device, and changing a respective 
rate of polling for each mobile wireless communications device based thereon 
[paragraphs 0038, 0042]. 

Regarding claims 2, 3, 15, 22, and 26, Rezvani discloses usage patterns are 
based upon a time of day or day of the week [paragraphs 0042, 01 30-01 34]. 

Regarding claims 4, 16, 23, and 27, Rezvani discloses changing the rate of 
polling based upon at least one positive polling event and at least one negative polling 
event [paragraphs 0038, 0042]. 
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Regarding claims 5, 17, 24, and 28, Rezvani discloses the at least one negative 
polling event comprises a lack of authorized communications with said adaptive polling 
engine [paragraphs 0038, 0042]. 

Regarding claims 7 and 19, Rezvani discloses wherein the lack of authorized 
communications with said adaptive polling engine is based upon an invalid user login 
[paragraph 0134]. 

Regarding claim 8, Rezvani discloses the at least one negative polling event 
further comprises a decrease in storage of messages for the respective user at the at 
least one data storage device [paragraphs 0130-0135]. 

Regarding claim 9, Rezvani discloses wherein the at least one positive polling 
event comprises an increase in storage of messages for the respective user at the at 
least one data storage device [paragraphs 0130-0135]. 

Regarding claim 10, Rezvani discloses wherein the at least one positive polling 
event comprises an increase in message access requests from a given mobile wireless 
communications device [paragraphs 0130-0135]. 

Regarding claim 1 1 , Rezvani discloses the messages comprise electronic mail 
(email) messages [paragraph 001 1]. 

Regarding claim 13, Rezvani discloses a wireless network interfacing said mobile 
wireless communications devices with said adaptive polling engine [paragraph 0079]. 

Regarding claim 20, Rezvani discloses said interface module comprises a 
firewall module [paragraph 0034]. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 6 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Caruso. 

Caruso does not specifically disclose that the lack of authorized communication 
is based upon a given device being outside a wireless coverage area. However, 
Caruso does teach basing the polling on registration events [paragraph 0020]. 
Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify Caruso 
to include that the lack of authorized communication is based upon a given device being 
outside a wireless coverage area if a positive registration is not received.
